Asparagus is one of the earliest spring vegetables, and w ould be 
in antrervet use were it not for the mistaken idea that it is difficult 
to grow. It delights in moist sandy soilbut can be grown in any 
garden by following the instructions given here. Abed 15 x 50 feet 
requiring about 100 plants, should give an abundant supply for an 
ordinary family. i 

CULTURE—Beds are usually formed by setting plants one or two 
years old, which can be procured of us, but if you wish to grow 
them yourself, pour hot water on the seed and allow it to stand un- 
til cool, pour it off and repeat with fresh, hot water once or twice 
and then sow in drills one foot apart and two inches deep in light, 
rich soil. When the plants are well up, thin to about one inch apart 
and give frequent and thorough cultivation during the summer. If 
this has been well done, the plants will be fit to set the next spring. 
‘The permanent beds should be prepared by deep plowing or spading 
and thoroughly enriching the ground with stable manure or other 
fertilizers. Ifthe subsoil is not naturally loose and friable, it should 
be made so by thoroughly stirring with a subsoil plow or the spade. 
Set the plants about four inches deep and one to two feet apart in 
rows four to six feet apart. After the plants are well started give 
frequent and thorough cultivation. Early the next spring spade ina 
heavy dressing of manure, and one quart of salt to each square rod 
and cultivate well as long as the size of the plants will permit, or un- 
til they begin to diedown. The next season the bed may be cut over 
two or three times, but if this is done, all the shoots, no matter how 
small, should be cut, and, after the final cutting, give a good dressing 
of manure, ashes and salt, and frequent cultivation, till the plants 
meetin the rows. In autumn, after the tops are fully ripe and yel- 
low, they should be eut and burned. The next season the bed should 
give a full crop, and if well cultivated and manured will continue to 
do so for several years.

CULTURE—No crop responds more readily to good soil and cultiva- 
tion than this. The soil best adapted to them is a light, rich, well 
drained loam which was manured for the previous crop. If too;rank 
manure is used it is apt to make them grow toomuchtovine. Beans 
are extremely sensitive to both cold and wet, and itis uselessto plant 
them before the ground has become dry and warm. The largest re- 
turn will resultfrom planting in drills from two to three feet apart 
and leaving two to six plants to the foot of row. Up to the time of 
blossoming they should have frequent shallow cultivation, but any 
cutting of the roots after the plants comeinto bloomisliable to cause 
the blossoms to blast and so cut off the crop. Remember that beans 
should always be cultivated very shallow, and thatitis useless to 
expect a crop from a field so poorly prepared as to need deep stirring 
after planting. 

From one pint to two quarts willbe sufficient to furnish a supply 

for an ordinary family, and varieties should be selected so as to give 
a succession both of string and green shelled beans. The wax podded 
beans are particularly liable to run off into green podded plants, and 
it requires constant attention and skillful selection to keep them 
pure, so that it is especially important to use only seed from reliable 
sources,

The early sorts bear planting from 
eighteen inches to two feet apartin the rows, with the rows from 
two to two and a half feet apart, the large varieties to be from two 
to four feet apart in the rows, with rows from two and a half to 
four feet apart, the distance varying with the size. The crop should 
receive as many as two hoeings and three cultivations. Cabbage 
will not usually follow cabbage or turnips successfully in field cul- 
ture, unless three or four years have intervened between the crops. 

Cabbages should be hoed every week, and the ground stirred as 
they advance in growth drawing up a little earth to the plant each 
time until they begin to head, when they should be thoroughly culti- 
vated and left to mature. Loosening the roots will sometimes re- 
tard the bursting of full grown heads. ~ : 

Of late years many crops of early cabbage haye been destroyed 
by maggots at the roots. The best remedy seems to be to remove: 
the earth from around the stem and apply an emulsion of kerosene 
made as follows: Add one quart of kerosene oil to two quarts 
of boiling soft soap which has been thinned to the consistency of 
cream. Stir the oil thoroughly by churning or other method until 
it has united with the soap and forms a cream-like substance. 
Then dilute with five times as much water. Tobacco dust, ashes, 
slacked lime and coaldust are all recommended as preventatives, 
and with us have proved valuable in the order named. These are 
seattered about the plants, leaving one here and there untreated 
for the flies to congregate around and deposit their eggs upon, 
when they should be pulled up and destroyed.

HOW TO RAISE ONIONS SUCCESSFULLY. 


The onionis universally grown in the family garden, and is one 
of the most profitable market garden crops, repaying many fold any 
extra care in preparing and fertilizing the ground and subsequent 
cultivation, No feature of this crop, howeveris moreimportant than 
the planting of a strictly high gradestrain of seed, as the proper 

preparation ‘of the soil and 
cultivation of the crop in- 
volve considerable outlay.

Preparation * to complete the work before the Beata freezes 
up, and spread the composted manure evenly, at the rate of about 
fifty cart-loads to the acre. This should first be cultivated in, and 
then the ground ploughed a moderate depth, taking a narrow fur- 
row, in order to thoroughly mix the manure with the soil. Carefully 
avoid tramping on the ground during the winter. Cultivate or thor- 
oughly drag the soil with a heavy harrow as early in the spring as it 
ean be worked, and then in the opposite direction, with a light one, 
after which the entire surface should be raked with steel hand rakes. 
It isimpossible to cultivate the crop economically unless the rows 
are perfectlystraight; to secure this, stretch a line along one side, 
fourteen feet from the edge, and makea distinct mark 
alongit; then, having made a wooden marker, some- 
thing like a giant rake with five teeth about afoot long 
and standing fourteen inches apart, make four more 
marks by carefully drawing it with the outside tooth 
in, and the head at right angle to the perfectly straight 
mark made by the line. Continue to work around this 
line until on the third passage of the marker you reach 
the side of the field where you began; measure fifteen 
feet two inches from the last row, stretch the line again, 
and mark around in the same way. Thisis better than 
to stretch a line along one side, as it is impossible to 
prevent the rows gradually becoming crooked, and by 
this plan we straighten them after every third passage 


of the marker. 

1 This should be done as 
Sowing the Seed. soon as the ground can 
be gotten ready, and ean best be done by 2 hand seed drill. 
This should be carefully adjusted to sow the desired 
quantity of seed and about one-half inch deep. The 
quantity needed will vary with the soil; the seed used’ 
and the kind of onions desired.

+ Give the onions the first hoeing, just skimmin 
Culti vation. the ground between the rows, assoon as they 
can be seen the length of the row. Hoe -again in a few 
days, this time close up to the plants, after which weeding must be 
continued. This operation requires to be carefully and thoroughly 
done, The weeder must work on his knees astride of the row, stir- 
ring the earth around the plants, in order to destroy any weeds that 
have just started. At this weeding or the next, according to the size 
of the plants, the rows should be thinned, leaving from eight to 
twelve plants to the foot. Inten days or two weeks they will re- 
quire another hoeing and weeding similar to the last, and two weeks 
later, give them still another hoeing andif necessary another weed- 
ing. Ifthe work has been thoroughly done at the proper time, the 
crop will not reqnire further care until ready to gather.

* | and strict attention should be paid to its preparation. For flowersa 
light loam is best adapted mixed with a small proportion of sand, 
sufficient to render it porous; it should be deeply dugand thoroughly 
pulverized, fertilizing it with anabundance of well-rooted manure, ac- 
cording to the character of the plant to be raised, some doing betterin 
poorer soil, but for the general run of flowers, well tilled and welt 
manured soil brings the best results. 

Sowing. Too much attentioncannot be paid to sowing seeds with 
proper care, for herein, in a great meny cases, lies thesecret ofthesuc- 
cessful gardener, Too light ortoo heavy a covering ofseeds often pro- 
duces the most disastrous results. For example: a customer of ours 
complained that his Lobelia seed failed tomake even an appearance of 
growth; upon inquiry we found that hehad sownand covered it with 
two inches of soil; we pointed out his error, and gave him more seed, 
instructing him to scatter it merely on top of the soil, and to press 
smooth with some flat instrument. Theresult was just exactly what 
we expected. He wrote, stating that he never had sucha fine growth 
in anything before. Asimplerule to follow is, never sow fine seed deeper 
than half an inch; extra fine seed onsurface only, pressing the soil firm- 
ly; coarse, heavy seed from oneto twoinches; water lightly and often, 
until the seeds are started, then night and morning will be sufficient. 

Transplanting. To procure strong and healthy plants, transplanting 
is a process which should never be neglected. It gives the plant strength, 
symmetry and beauty, and renews its life toa marked degree. Trans- 
plant from seed bed when plants are two inches high, into pots, boxes 
or whatever place intended; if the plants seem to go back, and wither 
a little, don’t think they are about to die; it is only the homesickness 
of a young life leaving the place of birth. | A few days will suffice for 
them to lift their heads, when attention and due care will do the 
rest.

CULTURAL HINTS. We are often asked, ‘‘What treatment 
or culture shallI give my sweet peas that I may grow them 
successfully?” It is almost impossible to give instruction, 
that will cover every locality, as much depends upon sois 
situation, ete, However, by following the general hints 
which we give herewith, modified by your own judgment 
to suit the iocal conditions, you should be 
able to grow good sweet peas. Plantearly in 
rows north and south—April 1st is none too 
soon, if the ground will work. ,Makea trench 
12 inches deep and 15 inches wide. Work 
into the soil in bottom of trench 
plenty of well rotted manure; fill 8 
inches of trench with fine soiland sow 
the peas, covering 1 inch deep (if 
about April 1st), in two rows ten 
inches apart and seeds 2- 
inches apart in the rows; 
if planted later cover deeper. 
When weil up, fill in the 
earth gradually as they 
giow, until the trenches 
are full.

To this class belong the hardy outdoor*everblooming varieties. While nearly or quite all of them are hardy throughout the North without 
protection, still we earnestly advise our patrons to give them a slight protection of earth or autumn leaves during the winter. The increased 
vigor of growth and consequent increased bloom will amply repay the labor of protecting them. Do not cover the plants too soon; a slight 
freezing will not hurt them, but help to ripen the wood. The best material we know of for covering is autumn leaves, but where these cannot be 
readily obtained, hay, straw, light manure, street sweepings, pine or cedar boughs will afford ample protection. Cover sufficiently to prevent the 
roots from freezing, but not to exclude all air and light. Do not uncover too early in the spring, but wait until all danger of freezing is past and 
the weather becomes settled. As soon as uncovered, prune the plants, cutting off all dead and discolored branches,
